DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign application: 
FRANCE 02/151 15 with a filing date 12/02/2002. 

2. Amendment of claims 38, 40, 43, and 45, cancellation of claims 1 -24, and 
addition of claims 49-56 in the amendment filed on June 30, 2008 is acknowledged. 
Claims 25-56 are pending in the application. No new matter has been found. Since the 
newly added claims 49-56 are commensurate with the scope of the invention, claims 
25-56 are prosecuted in the case. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

4. The rejection of claims 40 and 46 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragrapli lias 

been overcome by the amendment filed on June 30, 2008. 

5. Since the provisional rejection of claims 38-48 over Marion et al. co-pending 
application No. 10/544,953 under the obviousness-type double patenting is only 
remaining rejection, therefore the provisional rejection has been withdrawn herein. 

6. Claims 38-56 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of record, 
and therefore are allowable. The closest reference is Roster et al. US 7,084,293. The 
difference between the reference and instant claims is that the instant processes have 
not been found. A suggestion for modification of above reference to obtain the instant 
processes has not been found. Claims 38-56 are allowed.
